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THE COST OF SUPPORTS 
Lo ts o f times we hear figures o n the stag­ 
gering to tal co st o f the go v ernment’s farm 
price suppo rt pro gram. 
It is no t all dead lo ss, since the go v ern­ 
ment o f co urse in many cases realizes co n­ 
siderable return fro m dispo sal o f surpluses. 
But there is lo ss. In recent times it has 
been heav y . 
The 
Co mmo dity 
Credit 
Co rpo ratio n, 
which manages the suppo rt pro gram, say s 
that in the past fo ur y ears — a time o f 
largely sagging farm prices — the go v ern­ 
ment has lo st $2,8 9 4 ,000,000. 
That co mpares with $1,111,000,000 lo st 
in the 20 y ears befo re that — a perio d o f 
generally rising farm prices stimulated by 
war and early po stwar demand. 
This healthy chunk o f fo ur billio n do llars, 
a co ntributio n o f American tax pay ers to 
the well-being o f this natio n’s farmers, is 
in fact no t the full lo ss sustained fro m sup­ 
po rt o peratio ns. 
No t included are the co sts o f farmers’ 
direct subsidy pay ments, o f ex po rt subsidies 
o n cro ps so ld abro ad at reduced prices, and 
o n purchase and dispo sal o f surpluses by 
agencies o ther than the C.C.C. 
It’s quite a lo ad to bear. And the o dd 
thing is that the v ery farmers who benefit 
giv e back so me o f their gains in the fo rm o f 
the tax es needed to fo o t the bill. 
The farmers no less than the rest o f us 
sho uld lo o k fo rward to the day when mo un­ 
taino us surpluses are merely a painful 
memo ry and o ther mo re sensible means 
hav e been fo und to keep them go ing at 
reaso nable lev els. 


WELL-PLACED GIFT 
Ohio No rthern Univ ersity at Ada, Ohio , 
is no t o ne o f the co untry ’s large institu­ 
tio ns o f higher learning, but in so me re­ 
spects it may be regarded as o ne o f the 
best. This regard is justified by the caliber 
o f its graduates, many o f who m hav e 
achiev ed o utstanding success. 
No w Ohio No rthern wears a special mark 
o f distinctio n as the result o f a $25 ,000 
gift fro m the American Co llege Fund, the 
Fund’s first “ qualified adv ancement grant’’ 
to help no n-acci edited co lleges. It pro b­ 
ably will be used fo r the liberal arts co l­ 
lege, which is the o nly o ne o f fo ur at Ohio 
No thern no t accredited. 
This may be an o pening step in a mo v e­ 
ment to giv e mo re financial aid to no n­ 
accredited co lleges, many o f which are de­ 
serv ing. Such a mo v ement wo uld help to 
ease the pressure o f the swiftly rising co l­ 
lege po pulatio n o n larger institutio ns.

THOSE AMERICAN COMMUNISTS 
F or fou r day s, the officials of the Am erican 
Commu nist P arty m et to discu ss them selv es. It 
was not a conv ention in the sense th at delegates 
w ere selected by the rank-and-file. Actu ally the 
p ersons p resent were p arty fu nctionaries, the 300 
u p p er cru st of the 20,000 who were willing to 
risk them selv es by a p u blic ap p earance on the 
p arty rolls. 
. 
Usu ally , Commu nists are discip lined p eop le 
who ju m p to the m aster’s whistle. Bu t the m aster 
is dead and so the American Commu nist P arty 
sp lit inter three factions which reflects the sp lit 
in the Commu nist world. The reactionary faction 
was led bv W illiam Z. Foster, a hard-bitten man, 
76 y ear oid. who has fou nd heav en in the K rem ­ 
lin and w ants it to stay th at way . To Foster, it 
m atters little th at the Twentieh Congress down­ 
graded Stalin or th at Khru shchev denou nced 
Stalin’s anti-Sem itism while p roclaiming his own, 
or th at Sov iet Ru ssia disp lay ed shameless im­ 
p erialism in H u ngary and Poland. Nor does it 
m atter to him that Sov iet Ru ssia is the op en, 
fierce, and u ncomp romising enemy of the United 
States. 
The second faction was led by John Gates, 
editor of the “Daily W orker,” who seeks freedom 
from the Kremlin. Gates seems to be imp ressed 
with Titoism, althou gh he risked being accu sed 
of Browderism which is a fate worse than death. 
Before the conv ention, it looked as thou gh the 
Gates faction stood some chance of winning and 
if they did win, the name. Commu nist Party , 
wou ld go ou t of ex istence and the Commu nist Po­ 
litical Association wou ld take its p lace. Also the 
Am erican P arty wou ld cu t loose from the K rem ­ 
lin’s absolu te au thority and wmild come closer 
to Tito. 
Howev er, a commu nication came from Ja£ qu es 
Du clos. the French Commu nist* giv ing the Am eri­ 
can p arty w hat for and other Commu nist p arties 
throu ghou t the world called for solidarity . So 
solidarity won the day . 
There was a middle grou p which sou ght a 
comp romise between F oster and Gates and which 
adv ocated talking abou t freedom from the K rem ­ 
lin bu t liv ing in solidarity w ith the socialist 
fatherland. This grou p won the conv ention and 
so, after fou r day s, du ring which the sp eeches 
w ent rou nd and rou nd, it all came ou t where it 
started. The Ex ecu tiv e Com m ittee of 20 which 
will ru n the p arty , consists of abou t the same 
p eop le as before ex cep t for those who are in 
p rison. 
* 
The p lan to mov e the Commu nist headqu ar­ 
ters to Chicago has mu ch to do w ith the fact that 
too large a p art of the rem aining mem bership of 
the p arty is concentrated in m etrop olitan New 
York and is affected by non-M arx ist issu es su ch 
as 
S talin’s 
anti-Sem itism . 
Khru shchev ’s 
anti- 
Semitism. the fate of Israel, etc. 
From Chicago, the Commu nist P arty will con­ 
centrate u p on rebu ilding its mem bership ou t of 
three elem ents, the Negroes, labor and the farm ­ 
ers. It is interesting th at the p erson who receiv ed 
the largest nu m ber of v otes for the Ex ecu tiv e 
Com m ittee was a Negress from California. 
It is also to be ex p ected th at the Am erican 
Commu nist P arty will be more adequ ately fi­ 
nanced than in the recent p ast. The real threat 
that ap p eared before the conv ention was that 
Sov iet 
Ru ssia 
might 
lose 
the 
ap p aratu s 
for 
esp ionage 
and 
agitation 
which 
the 
American 
P arty afforded.' Now. the Commu nist P arty is to 
be rev iv ified and is to enter u p on an activ e m em ­ 
bership recru iting camp aign. 
Had G ate’s p lans been adop ted, it is p ossible 
that it m ight hav e been increasingly difficu lt to 
get iv ory -tower ju dges to u nderstand that the 
Sm ith Act still ap p lied becau se the treason con­ 
tinu ed. Foster, howev er, cou ld ignore the danger 
of p rison, as he had been sav ed from trial and 
sentence on accou nt of his had heart. So. the 
p arty goes on as u su al and the Sm ith Act still 
ap p lies. 
The p resent tendency is to say that the Am er­ 
ican Commu nist P arty is v ery small and does not 
m atter. It rem ains an ex trem ely effectiv e grou p 
for distu rbance and nu isance. It reaches ou t into 
all sorts of circles. If y ou wish to see how effec­ 
tiv ely it fu nctions, read carefu lly the names on 
the p etitions in fav or of Morton Sobell, the atom 
sp y now in p rison. T hat list of names is a ready 
index to the mobilizing cap acity of the American 
Commu nist Party . The' effectiv eness of the p arty 
in su ch agitational activ ities cannot be ignored 
and is not being ignored by those who need to 
u nderstand Commu nism within the United States.

THE COSTS OF MEDICAL CARE 
W hen an im p ortant new medical discov ery is 
made, word sp reads swiftly across the cou ntry 
and arou nd the world. 
Soon doctors ev ery where 
are giv ing their p atients the benefit of the new’ 
knowledge or techniqu e. 
This free flow of medi­ 
cal intelligence is u nlike any thing else in ou r so­ 
ciety . 
A new discov ery in m ilitary science, for 
ex amp le, m u st rem ain a closely gu arded secret to 
p rotect the national secu rity . 
Indu stry ’s new' de­ 
v elop ments are qu ickly p atented for the benefit of 
p articu lar grou p s of shareholders. 
Bu t the su r­ 
geon in New York or Boston or London, say , who 
dev elop s a new’ op eration or a new instru m ent, 
eagerly inv ites his colleagu es in to observ e it and, 
if they can, imp rov e it. At the same time, he de­ 
scribes his p rocedu re in detail in the medical 
literatu re—alway s carefu lly p ointing ou t its short­ 
comings and hazards as well as its benefits. 
In Pu blic Affairs Pam p hlet “M eeting the Costs 
of Medical C are” we are told that, u nfortu nately , 
the rate at which new discov eries hav e been made 
in medicine and the freedom w ith which these 
discov eries become av ailable for u se by doctors 
ev ery where hav e added p roblems in medical eco­ 
nomics while they are solv ing p roblems in medi­ 
cal science. 
The constantly growing comp lex ity 
of medicine has made medical care increasingly 
ex p ensiv e. Diagnosis today is far more ex act than 
it was ev en 20 y ears ago, bu t it often requ ires 
many ex p ensiv e laboratory tests. 
Many modern treatm ents also are costly . The 
p roblem is not simp ly th at doctors’ fees, like 
ev ery thing else, hav e gone u p . 
Actu ally , doctors 
hav e been slow’ to increase the size of their fees. 
While the cost of liv ing increased by 8 6 p er cent 
from 19 39 to 19 51, p hy sicians’ and su rgeons’ fees 
w’ent u p only 45 p er cent. 
To make the situ ation more cru cial, the de­ 
m and for medical care has grown as p eop le came 
to u nderstand th at calling the doctor p rom p tly 
often m eant the difference between qu ick recov ­ 
ery and p rolonged illness, or ev en death. 
For 
those families with low’ income and those in 
m oderate circu m stances, the cost of illness has 
alway s been bu rdensome; for m any families it 
has made adequ ate care p rohibitiv e. 
Also, m ed­ 
ical bills are harder to p ay becau se they are u n­ 
ex p ected and u np lanned for and illness often 
strikes at a tim e when family fortu nes are at low 
ebb. 
t 
Hap p ily , the economic barriers to medical care 
hav e been remov ed or greatly lowered in the last 
few y ears for the millions who hav e enrolled in 
hosp ital or medical p rep ay m ent and insu rance 
p lans. 
Prep ay m ent of medical ex p enses is p os­ 
sible becau se, while it is imp ossible to tell w hether 
John Jones will get ap p endicitis this y ear or any 
y ear, we can determ ine abou t how many cases of 
ap p endicitis will occu r in a grou p of 1,000 John 
Joneses. 
The growth of medical and hosp ital care p ro 
p a\m ent p lans in ou r tim e mu st certainly be con­ 
sidered among the most significant dev elop ments 
in the m arch of modern medicine.

tirem ent income.” 
“Retirement income” is d efined 
as income from p ensions, annu i­

The amou nt taken into 
accou nt in any tine y ear may not 
ex ceed $1,200 for each tax p ay er 
minu s the su m of:
